University of Central Florida under immediate interim suspension, and is initiating a formal investigation 
into reported allegations of potential violations of Delta Sigma Phi Policies. 

Therefore, all chapter operations and activities associated with the Iota Epsilon chapter are prohibited 
until the completion of D e Jt a Sigma Phi’s investigation. The Executive Board should work immediately 
to ensure the following actions are completed upon receipt of this notification: 


g The Executive Board should inform all members of the current status of the chapter and reiterate 
full compliance with all expectations set forth by the National Office. 

g The Executive Board should inform all members to cease any and all activities associated with 
the Facebook page known as “jhe Dog Pound”. 


The intention of this interim suspension and investigation is to convey the severity of the reported 
allegation. Failure to comply could potentially result in individual member expulsion from the Fraternity 
and loss of recognition for the Iota Epsilon chapter at the University of Central Florida.

• The event is being planned by one or more members and supported by the 
executive board, o OR the event is being hosted/planned by one or more members 
and supported by members and associate members. 

• The event is financed by the chapter or chapter members. 

• The executive board has prior knowledge of the event. 

o OR members of the executive board attend the event. 

• The event is being advertised on a listserv, website, or social media. 

o OR invitations have been sent. 

• The event is listed on a calendar (public or private). 

• The event has been announced at a chapter meeting. 

o OR the event is actively or passively endorsed by a majority of the chapter. 

□ Guests refer to the event as a “Delta Sig” event, 
o OR members are attempting to rename the event to give the appearance 
that it is not associated with the fraternity, 
o OR Guests stopped on their way to or leaving from would refer to it as a 
Delta Sig event. 

• Chapter members lie about the event. 

• The event is on chapter premises. 

o The event is being held in your chapter house or university-provided 
meeting space OR 

o The event is being hosted in an on- or off-campus where your chapter has 
held events in the past. 
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
